OIL AND GAS: Industry group links Utah wilderness bill, congressman with 
terrorism (01/16/2008)

Last week, over 160,000 Utah residents received an e-mail letter indirectly 
comparing a New York congressman to some of the most infamous men in the 
world. 

Along with mug shots of Osama bin Laden, Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez and 
Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad appeared a photo of Rep. Maurice 
Hinchey (D-N.Y.). 

Hinchey's crime? Sponsoring the Red Rock Wilderness Act, a bill that would set 
aside 9.4 million acres of public land in Utah as wilderness. 

The letter was attributed to Utah state GOP Reps. Aaron Tilton and Mike Noel, but it 
was the brainchild of Americans for American Energy, a Colorado-based industry 
group that has accepted money from, among others, the state of Alaska, 
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The Red Rock Wilderness Act will "WEAKEN America, " the letter states. "How? 
Because it will hamstring our ability to produce American energy right here in Utah. 
That leads America to become more dependent on energy from hostile foreign 
nations — some of whom fund terrorist organizations that are right now targeting 
our American men and women in uniform." 

An online version of the letter and corresponding Web site go further, for instance 
with a picture of bin Laden, Chavez and Ahmadinejad. "These terror leaders also 
want America to continue its foreign oil dependence," reads the caption underneath 
the graphic. 

Hinchey shrugged off the AAE campaign. "It's ridiculous. Absolutely ridiculous," he 
told E&E Daily. 

"It's just funny because you can't take it seriously," Hinchey said. "They want people 
to take it seriously, they want to pretend it's serious, but it's not." 

Environmental groups appeared more concerned. "It's putting elected officials in our 
democracy and lumping them with Osama bin Laden because these politicians do 
not support opening up additional areas to oil and gas drilling," said Tyson Slocum, 
director of Public Citizen's energy program. "It's not education, it's defamation." 

Steve Bloch, attorney for another of AAE's targets, the Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance (SUWA), said the message is deplorable. 

"It clearly is intended to incite, and using this extreme language that is part of the 
reason AAE has been panned by so many state and local governments and even 
members of industry across the West," Bloch said. "To equate SUWA's work and the 
efforts of over 160 members of Congress to terrorism is simply beyond the pale." 

AAE President and CEO Greg Schnacke defended the link between wilderness 
designations and terrorism. 

"I don't think it crosses that line or any line that's inappropriate," Schnacke said. 
"What the campaign highlights is the growing disconnect in this country between 
politicians that are trying to enact policies that are in our view very hurtful to the 
U.S. economy by hamstringing our ability to produce energy at home." 

When domestic production slows, Schnacke said, "We have to import more, and 
some of that money does go to governments in unfriendly countries, and some of 
that money does flow through to terrorist organizations and that is a fact of life." 

Who are the Americans for American Energy? 

Founded in 2005, AAE is run out of the offices of Golden, Colo.-based Policy 
Communications, led by president Jim Sims. 

"We are a nonprofit advocacy group that educates and activates citizens on a wide 
range of American energy issues," Sims said. "We do education outreach on virtually 
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every type of domestic energy resources, from oil and gas to nuclear to methane 
hydrates to energy efficiency. We have a little bit of everything." 

Policy Communications provides staff and office space for AAE on a contract basis, 
but it also provides the group with reach it might not otherwise have. Sims is also 
president and CEO of the Western Business Roundtable and previously served as 
director of communications for Vice President Dick Cheney's energy policy task 
force. 

AAE president Schnacke is also listed as a senior vice president of Policy 
Communications. 

But with its opaque title and heated message, Americans for American Energy is a 
"classic front group," said Sheldon Rampton, research director for the Center for 
Media & Democracy. 

"Bringing the whole 'America is at war 1 thing is an example of distracting attention 
from what they want to do, which is to drill for oil, and bringing in a red-herring 
issue," Rampton said. "They're as typical an example of a front group as you'll find." 

Hinchey said the name doesn't fool him. "We know what they are, they're a right- 
wing lobbying group that is focused on corporate profits for the oil companies," he 
said. 

How much support the oil industry gives is another question. As a 501(c)(4) non- 
profit, AAE does not have to list its contributors. "We don't disclose our funders, just 
like the Sierra Club," Schnacke said. 

AAE reported income of $165,000 to the Internal Revenue Service in 2006, and 
expenditures of about $140,000. 

The organization has received some money from the state of Alaska through 
Pac/West Communications, although Sims would not say how much. In 2006, the 
state paid Pac/West $3 million for a marketing campaign meant to pressure 
lawmakers who are against drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge; Pac/West 
used AAE as a subcontractor. 

"Americans for American Energy gets its support, both financial and in-kind, from 
thousands of individuals, companies and associations," Sims said. "Our contributor 
list now numbers in the thousands." 

Slow going on Capitol Hill 

Ironically, the AAE letter could raise the profile of the Red Rock Wilderness bill in 
Congress. 

The wilderness bill would prohibit motorized activities such as off-road vehicle use, 
oil and gas drilling, and mining in areas including the Grand Staircase-Escalante 
National Monument, Capitol Reef National Park, Canyonlands National Park, Glen 
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Canyon National Recreation Area, and other federal lands in Utah where energy or 
other development pressures exist, according to the sponsors. 

Hinchey introduced the latest incarnation, H.R. 1919 , last spring. Sen, Dick Durbin 
(D-Ill.) is the lead sponsor of the companion measure, S. 1170 . 

Pegged by AAE as a "radical New Yorker," Hinchey said his involvement in the bill 
stems from a request by the late Rep. Wayne Owens (D-Utah), who first introduced 
the measure in 1989. 

"There are an awful lot of people in Utah who support this bill," Hinchey said. 

The bills are supported by over 240 environmental groups and 171 co-sponsors, but 
the Utah congressional delegation is not on board (E&E Daily . April 19). No hearing 
on the measure is scheduled in either chamher. 

While the bill is pending in Congress, Sims said SUWA and others are attempting to 
pressure the Bureau of Land Management to change resource management plans in 
Utah to include de facto wilderness designations. Only Congress can designate 
wilderness, and Sims says BLM is being driven to place lands off limits without 
cause. 

Despite the acrimony, Sims left the door open for a compromise at some point, so 
long as the state's congressional delegation is involved. 

"There probably is a deal to be made on wilderness lands in Utah, but if 
representatives from the state of Utah aren't part of that process, the chance for the 
support in Utah is very remote," Sims said.

OIL AND GAS: Industry group links Utah wilderness bill, congressman with 
terrorism (01/ 16/2008) 

Dan Bcrman, E&E Daily senior reporter 

Last week, over 160,000 Utah residents received an e-mail letter indirectly 
comparing a New York congressman to some of the most infamous men in the 
world. 

Along with mug shots of Osama bin Laden, Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez and 
Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad appeared a photo of Rep. Maurice 
Hinchey (D-N.Y.J. 

Hinchey's crime? Sponsoring the Red Rock Wilderness Act, a bill that would set 
aside 9.4 million acres of public land in Utah as wilderness. 

The letter was attributed to Utah state GOP Reps. Aaron Tilton and Mike Noel, but it 
was the brainchild of Americans for American Energy, a Colorado-based industry 
group that has accepted money from, among others, the state of Alaska.

The Red Rock Wilderness Act will "WEAKEN America,'' the letter states. "How? 
Because it will hamstring our ability to produce American energy right here in Utah. 
That leads America to become more dependent on energy from hostile foreign 
nations — some of whom fund terrorist organizations that are right now targeting 
our American men and women in uniform." 

An online version of the letter and corresponding Web site go further, for instance 
with a picture of bin Laden, Chavez and Ahmadinejad. "These terror leaders also 
want America to continue its foreign oil dependence," reads the caption underneath 
the graphic. 

Hinchey shrugged off the AAE campaign. "It's ridiculous. Absolutely ridiculous," he 
told E&E Daily. 

"It's just funny because you can't take it seriously," Hinchey said. "They want people 
to take it seriously, they want to pretend it's serious, but it's not." 

Environmental groups appeared more concerned. "It's putting elected officials in our 
democracy and lumping them with Osama bin Laden because these politicians do 
not support opening up additional areas to oil and gas drilling," said Tyson Slocum, 
director of Public Citizen's energy program. "It's not education, it's defamation." 

Steve Bloch, attorney for another of AAE's targets, the Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance (SUWA), said the message is deplorable. 

"It clearly is intended to incite, and using this extreme language that is part of the 
reason AAE has been panned by so many state and local governments and even 
members of industry across the West," Bloch said. "To equate SUWA's work and the 
efforts of over 160 members of Congress to terrorism is simply beyond the pale." 

AAE President and CEO Greg Schnacke defended the link between wilderness 
designations and terrorism. 

"I don't think it crosses that line or any line that's inappropriate," Schnacke said. 
"What the campaign highlights is the growing disconnect in this country between 
politicians that are trying to enact policies that are in our view very hurtful to the 
U.S. economy by hamstringing our ability to produce energy at home." 

When domestic production slows, Schnacke said, "We have to import more, and 
some of that money does go to governments in unfriendly countries, and some of 
that money does flow through to terrorist organizations and that is a fact of life." 

Who are the Americans for American Energy? 

Founded in 2005, AAE is run out of the offices of Golden, Colo. -based Policy 
Communications, led by president Jim Sims. 

"We are a nonprofit advocacy group that educates and activates citizens on a wide 
range of American energy issues," Sims said. "We do education outreach on virtually 
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every type of domestic energy resources, from oil and gas to nuclear to methane 
hydrates to energy efficiency. We have a little bit of everything." 

Policy Communications provides staff and office space for AAE on a contract basis, 
but it also provides the group with reach it might not otherwise have. Sims is also 
president and CEO of the Western Business Roundtable and previously served as 
director of communications for Vice President Dick Cheney's energy policy task 
force. 

AAE president Schnacke is also listed as a senior vice president of Policy 
Communications. 

But with its opaque title and heated message, Americans for American Energy is a 
"classic front group," said Sheldon Rampton, research director for the Center for 
Media & Democracy. 

"Bringing the whole 'America is at war' thing is an example of distracting attention 
from what they want to do, which is to drill for oil, and bringing in a red-herring 
issue," Rampton said. "They're as typical an example of a front group as you'll find." 

Hinchey said the name doesn't fool him. "We know what they are, they're a right- 
wing lobbying group that is focused on corporate profits for the oil companies," he 
said. 

How much support the oil industry gives is another question. As a 501(c)(4) non- 
profit, AAE does not have to list its contributors. "We don't disclose our funders, just 
like the Sierra Club," Schnacke said. 

AAE reported income of $165,000 to the Internal Revenue Service in 2006, and 
expenditures of about $140,000. 

The organization has received some money from the state of Alaska through 
Pac/West Communications, although Sims would not say how much. In 2006, the 
state paid Pac/West $3 million for a marketing campaign meant to pressure 
lawmakers who are against drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge; Pac/West 
used AAE as a subcontractor. 

"Americans for American Energy gets its support, both financial and in-kind, from 
thousands of individuals, companies and associations," Sims said. "Our contributor 
list now numbers in the thousands." 

Slow going on Capitol Hill 

Ironically, the AAE letter could raise the profile of the Red Rock Wilderness bill in 
Congress. 

The wilderness bill would prohibit motorized activities such as off-road vehicle use, 
oil and gas drilling, and mining in areas including the Grand Staircase-Escalante 
National Monument, Capitol Reef National Park, Canyonlands National Park, Glen 
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Canyon National Recreation Area, and other federal lands in Utah where energy or 
other development pressures exist, according to the sponsors. 

Hinchey introduced the latest incarnation, H.R. 1919 . last spring. Sen. Dick Durbin 
(D-IU.) is the lead sponsor of the companion measure, S. 1170 . 

Pegged by AAE as a "radical New Yorker, " Hinchey said his involvement in the bill 
stems from a request by the late Rep. Wayne Owens (D-Utah), who first introduced 
the measure in 1989. 

"There are an awful lot of people in Utah who support this bill," Hinchey said. 

The bills are supported by over 240 environmental groups and 171 co-sponsors, but 
the Utah congressional delegation is not on board ( E&E Daily . April 19). No hearing 
on the measure is scheduled in either chamber. 

While the bill is pending in Congress, Sims said SUWA and others are attempting to 
pressure the Bureau of Land Management to change resource management plans in 
Utah to include de facto wilderness designations. Only Congress can designate 
wilderness, and Sims says BLM is being driven to place lands off limits without 
cause. 

Despite the acrimony, Sims left the door open for a compromise at some point, so 
long as the state's congressional delegation is involved. 

"There probably is a deal to be made on wilderness lands in Utah, but if 
representatives from the state of Utah aren't part of that process, the chance for the 
support in Utah is very remote,* 1 Sims said.

Seaton came to see me yesterday with his Community Dividend 
Proposal. He's going to introduce soon if he hasn't already. Basically, he wants to take 1.5 
billion of this year's surplus and set it aside in a special account of the Perm Fund (Amerada 
Hess was) and spin off 5% of the interest as a dividend to communities.

I just met with Randy Ruaro for a follow up meeting on the law school concept. In the meantime I had called 
John Havelock. ) had placed a call to Havelock right after former Governor Hickel and his group had met with us 
because Havelock's 1974 study and conclusion that a law school was inadvisable had been referenced. The next 
day the Daily News ran a Havelock column, which you may have seen, that endorsed a law school. I thought the 
article was possibly a coordinated effort with former Governor Hickel, it was not When I did get in touch with 
Havelock he expressed surprise at the Hickel group's effort and was unaware of it. He was aware of Regent 
Wickersham's interest in the topic. 

Havelock has changed his mind from 1 974. He now believes a law school is appropriate for Alaska. He 
does not endorse the Hickel private law school scenario. 

There are at least three people who are promoting an Alaska law school. They are apparently 
uncoordinated: 

1) Hickel and Aglieti want to pursue a private law school. They claim they seek no state money just an 
endorsement. They believe opposition from us will end their effort. 

2) Havelock advocates for a state run law school, through the University. It would cost a lot, he did not 
know for sure how much, but when I asked about the Aglieti estimate of $40,000,000 Havelock thought 
that was plausible. 

3) Wickersham would like a law school through the University of Alaska. It is unclear if his position has any 
traction with the regents of which he is one. If pursued it would be a cost probably near the referenced 
$40,000,000, which is that large because buildings and facilities would be a component.

The "update" document 
provides some details on what has been decided and what has not. High points include: 



* Department of Law is reviewing the draft policy and FAQs that were distributed in 
December and evaluating them against IRS requirements. Final policy for the State of 
Alaska is pending this review. 

+ An annual authorization form is being developed far employees and supervisors to 
document the agreement on use of electronic listed property. The draft is attached, and 
feedback is on this draft is appreciated. 

* The delay in finalizing our policy means that employee reporting will not occur in 
February as indicated in the original FAQs. However for W-2s to be accurate for 2008, the 
reporting period must include January. Employees will be required to report personal use 
of state-provided assets starting for the full 12 months of 2008.

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Update on Tax Policies for Electronic Listed Property - January 1 7, 2008 



Policy on reporting personal use of electronic listed property is still being finalized. 
Department of Law is reviewing what Division of Finance has proposed. Law has 
confirmed that proposed policy and methods are technically compliant with IRS 
requirements. But attorneys are still evaluating those requirements to see if there is a 
reasonable zone of compliance that will satisfy both the IRS' objectives of ensuring that 
all employee income, including income from fringe benefits, is reported, and the state's 
goal of not imposing unreasonable record-keeping requirements on its employees. 

Meetings with attorneys will occur next week to get to final policy decisions. More 
information will be sent out as soon as possible once the decisions are made. 

In the meantime, what has occurred since the draft policy framework and FAQs were 
distributed on 12/24: 

1 . Implementation will be delayed from the first of February for a couple of months 
due to delay in finalizing policy. This does not delay the initial reporting period 
of January 2008 for personal use. Employees who are using state-provided 
electronic listed property will be required to report their personal use beginning 
with January so that the W-2s for 2008 are correct. 

2. An annual authorization form will be completed by the employee and supervisor 
to document the listed property authorized, the business purpose, who owns it, 
and how it will be accounted for. This form is being distributed in draft form now 
for your feedback before it is finalized. 

3. We are changing the requirement from substantiating each business call, to 
identifying the personal calls, which makes the recordkeeping much simpler for 
state-provided assets. 

4. Logs will not be required by the policy. But employees will be asked to review 
their cell phone invoices and identify personal calls. So if logs would help them 
in this effort, they are encouraged to create them. We are looking at methods to 
get each employee's cell phone bill emailed to them in Excel format for 
identifying the personal calls. 

5. Similarly, personal use of state-provided PDAs and laptops used outside the 
business premises will need to be reported beginning with January, so employees 
should maintain whatever records they consider necessary to support this 
reporting requirement. 

6. Proposed allowance amounts for method 4 in the policy framework are $40 for 
cell phones and $75 for PDAs. Employees can get one or the other, but not both. 
ETS is determining the types of PDAs that will be supported. 
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7. No allowances will be given for personal laptop or desktop computers unless a 
formal Telework agreement is in place. 

8, The value of laptops has been set at $24 a month and desktops in employee's 
homes at $18 a month based on state Dell contract purchases. These amounts will 
be multiplied by personal use percentage to determine taxable compensation or 
reimbursement amount by employees for state-provided computers used outside 
the business premises for method 1 in the policy framework. They will also be 
used to calculate the reimbursement to employees for substantiated business use 
of personal laptops for method 3. Note that personal laptops are generally 
prohibited inside the state's firewall due to security concerns and the related 
workload on IT staff.

It also would abolish the limit on how much oil companies can deduct 
from their tax bill for operating costs at the Prudhoe and Xuparuk 
fields. Those are the two biggest and oldest North Slope oil fields. 
Huggins said putting a cap on deductions was never studied in Senate 
committees before it became part of the bill. And making the tax 
increase retroactive to June 30 wasn't fair, the Wasilla Republican 
said. 

"If I was an IRS man and said I was going to make a retroactive tax 
provision for you and your neighbors and everybody else in the United 
States, you would not be too happy, " Huggins said. "For us to just 
summarily do that in Juneau to one of our business partners is a 
questionable process." His bill would make the tax effective on Jan. 1, 
2008 . 

Anchorage Democratic Rep. Les Gara said reversing the retroactive part 
of the tax would cost the state about $6 00 million. 

"I don't think giving state money back to oil companies who are making 
record profits is the way to go," Gara said. 

Anchorage Democratic Sen. Hollis French pledged to fight Huggins' SB 
242. French said he expects it's going to be contentious. 
"My first thought was, here we go again," said French. "I'd hoped we had 
finished that debate and put it behind us." 

The limit on how much the oil companies can deduct from their tax bill 
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was a huge issue for Democrats in the November special session on oil 
taxes . 

They managed to amend the tax to cap the growth in operation-expense 
deduction at Prudhoe and Kuparuk to no more than 3 percent a year. 
Many Democrats said they would never have voted for the oil tax without 
the cap on how much companies can deduct. One problem with the previous 
tax was that it wasn't bringing in nearly as much money as the state 
thought it would because of rising deductions, they said. 
Democrats called the cap a compromise that let them accept an oil tax on 
profits. 

Many really wanted a tax on the gross value of the oil -- which they 
argyed would he less vulnerable to manipulation by sharp oil company 
accountants claiming deductions from their state tax bills. 
The cap on deductions is to go away after three years unless renewed.

• On January 10, 2008 AADC was awarded a competitively bid USAF 

Contract for $2.7 million for a Minotaur IV launch carrying Air Force Research Lab 
satellites scheduled December 2009. 

AADC proposed for another Minotaur IV launch carrying Navy Research 
Lab satellites scheduled September 2009; this contract is negotiated for $2.5 
million and planned to be awarded next week. 

• AADC also received a $100,000 contract to study the transportation of the 
launch vehicles to KLC with a potential contract award of up to $1 million 
additional contract per launch.

Business Owners 

Washington, DC - The Center for Women's Business Research, the premier non-profit 
research institute dedicated to producing data-driven knowledge exclusively on women 
business owners and their enterprises, has submitted testimony to the House Small Business 
Committee strongly opposing the recent U.S. Small Business Administration proposed rule 
regarding federal contract opportunities for women-owned businesses. 

Even a cursory review of 2002 data suggests a much broader incidence of under-representation 
within almost every industry than the SBA report, The Utilization of Women-Owned Small 
Businesses in Federal Contracting, has selected. The result of this proposed ruling would be to 
hold contracting with women-owned businesses to a more stringent standard than any other 
segment of the small business community that has federal contracting goals. 
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"As researchers ourselves, we know that turning research into actionable knowledge is as much about 
knowing what data will answer the real-world questions as it is about methodology," said Margaret A. 
Smith, chair, Center for Women's Business Research. "We strongly urge the SBA to go back to the 
drawing board and with greater participation from women business owners and the organizations that 
represent them, to develop a plan that ensures the full participation of women-owned businesses in our 
nation's economic future." 

Using the findings from a study conducted by the Rand Corporation, the SBA selected from among the 
many options presented the MOST restrictive definition of industries in which women business owners 
are under-represented. The proposed ruling restricts the industries where women-owned businesses 
are considered under-represented to four very narrowly defined industries: 

• cabinet making; 

• coating and engraving; 

• national security and international affairs; and, 

• other motor vehicle dealers (all terrain vehicles). 

The result is that out of the 6.5 million (2002 U.S. Census Bureau data) majority (51%) or more women- 
owned businesses, only 1,247 could potentially benefit from the program. 

Looking only at the 6.5 million businesses cited in the 2002 Census that are majority (51% or more) 
women-owned, we find such large discrepancies between the incidence of women-owned businesses 
in each major industry category and the percent of contracting dollars that go to women-owned 
businesses that it is apparent that women business owners are under-represented in Federal 
contracting across the board. 

For example, while women-owned businesses represent more than half of the businesses in Health 
Care and in Educational Services, they receive only 7% of the Federal contracting dollars in Health 
Care and about 2% of the Federal contracting dollars in Educational Services. 

In industries that are considered less traditional for women-owned businesses we see the same 
differences, such as: 

• Utilities (14% of the businesses are women-owned but women-owned businesses receive only 
1% of Federal contract dollars); 

• Manufacturing (7% of the. businesses vs. less than 2% of Federal contract dollars); and, 

• Transportation (12% of the businesses vs. less than 1 % of Federal contract dollars). 

The size of the women-owned businesses or their readiness for Federal contracting cannot account for 
the magnitude of these differences. 

Women are starting businesses at twice the rate of all businesses. The Center for Women's Business 
Research estimates that as of 2006, there are 7.7 million businesses majority (51%) owned by women, 
which generate more than $1 trillion in revenues and provide employment for 7.1 million people. 
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"The growth of these businesses is essential to this nation's economic vitality and competitiveness," 
added Margaret Smith. "Federal contracting is critical to the sustainable growth of these economic 
contributors." 

As early as 1994, a study by the SBA's Office of Advocacy showed that women-owned businesses that 
received Federal contracts were more likely than other women-owned businesses to show consistent 
growth. More recent research by the Center for Women's Business Research shows that having 
government contracts continues to be one of the key factors differentiating the larger, faster growing 
women-owned businesses from the smaller businesses. 

The Center's research also documents that fully 20% of women who own businesses in "non- 
traditional" industries report that being a woman is detrimental in accessing markets.

Year Two Report Finds Merit Pay Has Positive Effects on Students 

Study of Little Rock schools in program reveals higher test scores for students, mixed attitudes 
from teachers. 

FAYETTEVfLLE, Ark. - An evaluation of a teacher pay-for-performance program in Little 
Rock finds that it produces significant gains in student performance on standardized tests. 

The Achievement Challenge Pilot Project (ACPP) at five elementary schools in Little Rock 
elementary schools offered, teachers and staff substantial bonuses that vary depending on the 
level of increases in student achievement in each teacher's classroom. 

Gary Ritter, who holds an endowed chair in education policy at the University of Arkansas, will 
present the findings of this study at a news conference at 10:00 a.m. Tuesday, January 22 at the 
Peabody Hotel, in Little Rock. The full report is available at 
http://uark . edu/ua/der/Research/merit_pay/y earjwo . html . 

According to researchers in the UA department of education reform, students in schools where 
the program operated in 2006-2007 enjoyed greater learning gains than their comparable peers 
did in three subject areas on the Iowa Test of Basic Skills. Specifically, students in the merit pay 
schools improved by nearly seven percentile points in math, by nine percentile points in 
language, and by six percentile points in reading. 

In the ACPP merit pay program, teachers could earn a bonus worth as much as $1 1,000. In 2005- 
2006, teachers and staff at Meadowcliff were awarded bonuses totaling $200,926, while those at 
Wakefield received $228,300 in performance bonuses. For the 2006-2007 school year, the 
program was expanded to include three more elementary schools: Geyer Springs, Mabelvale and 
Romine. The program began at Meadowcliff in 2004-2005, and Wakefield was added in 2005- 
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2006. 

Also according to the UA researchers, surveys of teachers at participating and comparison schools found 
that attitudes were mixed about the program's effects. The ACPP teachers, in general, did not indicate 
being more innovative or working harder, despite the fact that these are two oft-cited potential benefits 
of merit pay plans. However, teachers in schools that participated for multiple years in the ACPP 
reported being more satisfied with their salaries than their peers in first-year ACPP schools, and 
comparable nonparticipating schools. With regard to the frequently cited potential disadvantages of 
merit pay programs, the ACPP teachers did not report divisive competition, suffering from a negative 
work environment, or shying away from working with low-performing students. Teachers in the three 
schools implementing merit pay for the first time in 2006-2007 did highlight some problems with the 
implementation of the program, which resulted in their discontent and decreased program support. In 
general, however, ACPP teachers reported being more effective teachers than their comparable peers in 
non-ACPP schools. 

"Our two years of analysis of test data in ACPP schools in Little Rock reveal consistent findings: 
students of teachers who are eligible for performance bonuses enjoy academic benefits. Further, many 
of the criticisms of merit pay programs simply have not proven true in Little Rock," Ritter said. 

The study was supervised by Ritter, director of the Office for Education Policy in the department of 
education reform. Jay P. Greene, who holds the endowed chair in education reform, along with graduate 
students and researchers in the department, also participated in the evaluation. The research team has 
been examining the program over the past two years, with the year two study incorporating a larger 
sample size of students and teachers to determine whether the initial benefits, found in the first 
evaluation, persist. The program is funded by the Little Rock School District, the Little Rock Public 
Education Foundation, the Walton Family Foundation, the Hussman Foundation and the Brown Family 
Foundation. Financial support for the evaluation was provided by the Walton Family Foundation.
